Embargo 
Set This 
Weekend 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Kennedy planned 
today to ban imports from 
Cuba to cut Fidel Castro’s 
dollar earnings and hamper 
his program of infiltration 
and subversion in other 
Latin American countries. 
Officials said the embargo would 
go into effect this weekend. They 
added that the President will per­ 
mit continued American exports to 
Cuba of food and medicines on hu­ 
mane grounds. 
The presidential action repre­ 
sents the first step taken to carry 
out the decisions of the recent 
Punta Del Este conference, where 
the American republics voted to 
‘‘isolate" Cuba and "explore fur­ 
ther trade restrictions." The con 
ference countries also pledge every 
possible effort to stop Castro’s ii 
licit gun-running to subversive and 
revolutionary elements in neigh­ 
boring countries. It voted to expel 
Cuba from the Organization of 
American States. 
The United States last year pur­ 
chased about $35 million worth 
of Cuban products, of which 90 
per cent was tobacco. The re­ 
mainder was sea food, fruits and 
vegetables. 
Rusk said Thursday upon his re­ 
turn from the conference in Uru­ 
guay that he had learned the Cas­ 
tro government was using dollars 
earned from sales to the United 
States and others "to promote 
subversion" in the hemisphere. He 
hinted then that a trade embargo 
might be forthcoming. 
Kennedy planned for the time 
being to permit continued U.S.

These totalled about $13 
million last year but were tapering 
off sharply during the last three 
months.

The presidential press office an­ 
nounced that Frondizi will leave 
on schedule today for the provin­ 
cial capital of Parana to keep a 
long-standing date with Uruguayan 
President Eduardo V. Haedo. 
The two presidents are to take 
part in ground-breaking ceremon­ 
ies for a tunnel under the Parana 
River linking Parana with Santa 
Fe. another Argentine provincial 
capital. 
The Frondizi government an­

night, 
after 
the 
president had been closeted for 
three hours with the nation's 
military leaders, that it will sup­ 
port the ostracism of Castro or­ 
dered this week by new-world for­ 
eign ministers at their conference 
in Punta Del Este. 
Although the announcement re­ 
ferred only indirectly to a possible 
break with the Castro regime—an 
action not required by the Punta 
Del Este decision—official sources 
hinted that Frondizi had secretly 
assured the military chiefs that 
one would be forthcoming prompt­ 
ly. 
This week’s crisis was p re d a t­ 
ed by Argentina's failure to sup­ 
port the Punta Del Este decision 
to exclude the Castro regime from 
the inter-American system.

TAIPEI, TAIWAN -Ja n . 28 - (Delayed) - I 
have just returned from a full day on Quemoy, one 
of the celebrated Formosa off-shore islands t h e 
Communists have been bombarding with off-and-on 
frequency since their failure to capture it in Au­ 
gust, 1958. 
As I stood on the rugged shoreline of this bleak 
and almost barren speck of real estate and watched 
through powerful field glasses almost impercepti­ 
ble activity on the Communist China coast only a 
mile and a half away, I realized more than I have 
ever realized how important to the decent world is 
this fortified island serving as a symbol of free­ 
dom in this remote section of the Orient. 
A symbol it is. It is the last outpost of freedom 
in the far Pacific. It is manned by a force of 250- 


000 officers and troops finely trained and finely 
equipped, ready to perish, if need be, to keep the 
island safe from the commies. 


This is no idle phrase. 
During a full day’s inspection of Quemoy, now 
an almost impregnable bastion, I talked to dozens 
of officers from General Wang ToNien, command- 
er-in-chief of the Quemoy forces, to Col. Tang, a 
laison officer attached to the general. 
I was impressed with their absolute dedication, 
earnestness and unqualified conviction that t h e y 
are performing absolutely necessary service f o r 
Nationalist China, for the United States and for the 
free world. 
There is no doubt in their minds that it would 
i>o impossible for Communist China to take over

Kills Five 


CARLISLE. Pa. (UPI) - Five 
persons were burned to death 
today in a flash fire that rapidly 
destroyed 
a wooden one-story 
home about IO miles west of here, 
west of here. 
The victims of the explosion- 
punctuated blaze, believed caused 
by an overheated wood stove, 
were Joseph Finkey, 49, a tree 
trimmer; 
his

They were trapped inside the

Newburg Fire Chief Clifford W 
Swope said one of the Finkey 
children had gone next door to 
the home of Donald Finkey, an 
uncle, about 4:45 a m. to borrow 
kerosene to help start a fire in 
the wood stove. About 6:39 a.m. 
neighbors h e a r d an explosion 
“like shotgun shells’' and saw the 
Finkey home in flames. 
Firemen had to make their way 
over

and 
when they arrived on the scene 
about IO minutes later the dwell­ 
ing was burned to the ground. 
It was the second fire within 
three months to hit the Finkey 
family.

Quemoy, an island of rock, clay and a few cul­ 
tivated a c r e s is a virtual honeycomb of under­ 
ground armed strength. 
Scores of miles of tunnels house most of t h e 
military installations with hundreds of emplace­ 
ments for g u n s ranging from 55MM to 175MM 
guarding every possible approach. 
Gun crews and m i l i t a r y personnel mann­ 
ing strategic equipment live in the well lighted, 
well ventilated tunnels forming a fantastic network 
of subterranean streets in which are stored what­ 
ever ammunition and supplies necessary to repel 
invasion. 
Quemoy is on constant alert. 
I learned this rather dramatically, when after 
boarding a Chinese army plane for the 150-mile 
flight from Taipei I was ordered with a dozen other 
inquisitive editors from across the United States, 
to don my life jacket. 
We crossed the Taiwan Strait, of course, but I 
was curious about the need of life jackets. Col. 
Tang made it clear. 
“This is the best safeguard we can give you.. 
Now, as we start, everything is clear in Quemoy. 
But we n e v e r know when Chinese Communist 
planes may make us a target.” 


The huge Quemoy garrison is ready for any in­ 
vasion attempt. 
But it is also being readied as the possible 
jump-off point for an attempted Nationalist Chin­ 
ese return to the Mother Country, an aspiration 
that remains firmly and actively entrenched in the 
minds and the long-range outlook of the Nationalist 
China government and military leaders. 
The Quemoy military men estimate that th e 
Reds have no less than 1,700 artillery positions on 
the mainland coast which surrounds the island on 
the North, East and West. 
They also say that the Reds have rained 894,- 
000 bombs and shells on the island since August 
1958; that the biggest activity since the invasion 
failure occurred d u r i n g President Eisenhower’s 
visit to Taipei in 1960. At that time the Commun­ 
ists spent 164,000 shells on the island to express 
their displeasure with the Americans. 
General headquarters for the Quemoy garrison 
is underground, of course. Those troops not living 
in the tunnel are barracked in caves or well hid­ 
den quarters. Some 45,000 natives of the island Mve 
in a few scattered tunnels, caves and well protect­ 
ed homes. 
The officers club is also far underground. But 
once you are in it, you have the feeling it is a 
duplicate of a comfortable, nicely-furnished of­ 
ficers club anywhere. 


Shortly after noon our party was guest in the 
officers club for lunch with 20 to 30 “top brass” 
serving as hosts. It was quite a party. 
As is the old Quemoy custom, most of the time 
was spent toasting each other with the native is­ 
land drink, Kao Liang. I refrained from Kao Liang 
after one taste, mostly like gasoline and I w a s 
afraid that to an outlander it would have had the 
same effect. 
Nevertheless, it was quite a ball while it last­ 
ed. The Chinese officers seemed especially to en­ 
joy it. I asked Col. Tang about this. He said: 
“We are all spit-and-polish today and we are 
enjoying ourselves. You are the first visitors w e 
have had here since last October.” 
Despite grim and foreboding atmosphere of the 
island, the Quemoy officials went all-out with hos­ 
pitality. 
And in this connection, let it be said that no­ 
body in Quemoy or in Taipei, capital of Taiwan, 
tries to hide the fact that Uncle Sam is picking up 
most of the check for military buildup and econom­ 
ic progress. 
Like I said, Quemoy is a symbol, the last out­ 
post of freedom in the Pacific. It must be kept 
strong and ready for Formosa. It must serve as a 
beacon to this far-away part of the world of t h e 
United States’ leadership and determination to pre­ 
serve and perpetuate freedom wherever men wish 
to be free. 


Incidentally, the commies usually toss a few 
shells at Quemoy every other day. 
I was there at the right time. An hour before 
take off, I heard the guns booming from the nearby 
shore. But the commies didn’t seem to have their 
heart in their work. They must have some­ 
how known we were editors.

US. May Test 
In Pacific 
By Next April 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Russia’s mysterious under­ 
ground nuclear blast was 
expected today to give 
President Kennedy further 
grounds for ordering big 
U.S. tests in the atmos­ 
phere. 
An atomic source said the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
will 
start 
testing 
H-bombs in the Pacific no later 
than April if Kennedy “gives the 
word.” 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion, in announcing Russia’s first 
atomic explosion since last fall, 
said yesterday it apparently took 
place underground . 
This mystified U.S. experts, who 
pointed out that it was apparent­ 
ly Russia’s first test underground. 
They noted that Russia has shown 
no compunction about exploding 
huge bombs equal to as much as 
60 million tons of TNT in the cir. 
Experts could think immediate­ 
ly of only three possible explana­ 
tions for Russia's sudden switch 
to underground testing: 
—They possibly wanted to test 
the reliability of equipment to de­ 
tect such underground explosions. 
They may have been testing their 
own detection equipment and also 
hoping to learn whether the Unit­ 
ed States could detect the explo­ 
sion. The abandoned nuclear test 
ban negotiations hinged around 
methods of policing any test 
agreement, including ways of de­ 
tecting underground tests. 
—The Russians may have been 
conducting a purely scientific 
study, possibly of the earth’s 
structure, or combining it with a 
military test 
—After concentrating for years 
on gigantic nuclear bombs, the 
Russians may be turning to de­ 
velopment of smaller tactical 
weapons. They have been consid­ 
ered weak in this field compered 
to the United States. 
The AEC said ti* Russian ex­ 
plosion “took place at the Soviet 
nucteor weapons proving ground 
in the Semipalatinsk area is cen­ 
tral Asia. 
“The yield was well above the 
th reahold of underground detecta­ 
bility, even by e single netfeoel 
system, and the absence of acous­ 
tic signals indicates that it oc­ 
curred underground.” 
The AEC would not give the es­ 
timated yield of the explosion. But 
in the past, the United Staten has 
considered the “threshold of un­ 
derground detectability” by cg in­ 
ternational system to be abnet 20 
kilotons—20,000 tong of TNT. 
Starting last Sept. I, Russia 
broke off the moratorium that had 
lasted since 1958 and exploded 
more than 50 nuclear devices. The 
series, which ended in November, 
included bombs estimated at 25 
megatons and 55-60 megaton*.
